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Our    Responsibility    to    the    World 

As  we  read  the  messages  of  the  standard  works  of  the  Church,  we 
marvel  at  the  ability  of  the  Saviour  to  put  so  much  meaning  into  so  few 
words.  To  those  people  of  His  day,  he  did  not  give  long  discourses  to 
persuade  them  to  His  viewpoint.  He  made  a  few  statements  which  con- 
vince them  that  He  was  The  One  who  was  to  be  sent  to  them,  the  One 
of  whom  the  ancient  prophets  had  testified. 

As  He  said  "Come  follow  me",  those  to  whom  he  spoke  were  usually 
so  in  tune  with  the  Spirit  that  they  recognized  the  voice  of  their  good 
shepherd. 

Since  ours  is  a  missionary  Church,  and  since,  as  one  of  our  leaders  has 
so  appropriately  said,  "There  are  no  spectators  in  the  Mormon  Church", 
may  we  refer  you  to  three  scriptures  selected  from  many  which  could  be 
given  which  point  out  our  position  in  the  world? 

The  Lord's  statement,  "Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen 
you  and  ordained  you  that  ye  should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit"  is  all 
important.  This  same  message  of  truth  has  come  through  Joseph  Smith 
and  to  each  of  us  who  has  any  office  or  assignment  in  the  Church  today. 
We  do  not  have  to  explain  away  the  importance  of  authority  to  act  in 
the  name  of  God,  for  that  same  power  he  gave  His  apostles  guides  the 
Church  and  its  members  today. 

That  passage  of  scripture  from  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Sec. 
123:  12.  has  become  increasingly  important  in  our  lives.  It  reads,  "For 
there  are  many  yet  upon  the  earth  among  all  sects,  parties,  and  denomina- 
tions .  .  .  who  are  only  kept  from  the  truth  because  they  know  not  where 
to  find  it"  .  .  .  The  testimonies  of  true  Saints  who  have  accepted  the 
Gospel  attest  constantly  to  the  fact  that  they  were  prepared  by  our 
Heavenly  Father  so  that  when  the  truth  was  presented  to  them  by  faithful 
members,  they  recognized  it  to  be  that  for  which  they  had  so  long  been 
seeking.  What  if  that  faithful  member  or  missionary  had  not  put  forth  the 
extra  effort  to  show  you  the  truth  so  you  would  accept  it  as  the  greatest 
reasurrance  of  your  life? 

This  thought  brings  us  to  the  last  scriptural  reference.  It  is  found  in 
Matthew  5:13-16.  The  message  is  this: 

"Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth,  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  savour, 
where  with  shall  it  be  salted?  It  is  thenceforth  good  for  nothing,  but  to 
be  cast  out,  and  trodden  under  foot  of  men.  Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world. 

A  city  that  is  set  on  an  hill  cannot  be  hid.  Neither  do  men  light  a 
candle,  and  put  it  under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick;  and  it  giveth  light 
unto  all  that  are  in  the  house. 

Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men  that  they  shall  see  your  good  works, 
and  glorify  your  Father,  which  is  in  Heaven." 

Last  Sunday  we  attended  a  conference  where  one  couple  who  are 
investigating  the  Church  had  driven  over  three  hundred  miles  for  the 
opportunity  of  attending  their  first  Mormon  Service.  Why  had  they  done 
it?  Because  one  family  of  members  had  let  their  light  so  shine  that  this 
investigator  family  wanted  to  know  why  they  acted  towards  each  other 
and  toward  strangers  in  so  fine  a  way. 

Since  this  is  a  missionary  Church,  and  since  each  of  us  is  a  missionary, 
let  us  keep  these  scriptures  and  so  many  other  beautiful  ones  before  us 
constantly  to  guide  us,  our  families,  and  our  friends  on  the  path  to  eternal 
life.

CONVENTION  BEGINS 


In  the  preceding  article  you  read  about  all  the  preparation  that  was 
necessary  for  the  Convention,  and  now  for  the  results.  In  the  articles  that 
follow,  all  the  events  are  listed  in  Chronological  order. 

Johannesburg  started  to  bustle  with  Mormons  about  4.00  p.m.,  on 
April,  11,  1968.  Convention  was  about  to  roll  and  the  few  last  minute 
details  had  to  be  taken  care  of. 

The  Comfort  Committee  was  at  the  Chapel  to  assign  the  different 
people  places  to  stay,  from  5.30  p.m.  on.  The  committee  was  headed  by 
Dove  Cockerall  who  had  a  big  job  trying  to  find  places  for  several  hundred 
people  to  stay.  Dave  Cockerall's  job  was  well  done  and  everyone  had  a 
place  to  stay.

Do    that    Aliman    left. 
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The  Scout  Room  was  one  of  the  busiest  places  during  Convention. 
Food  —  Food  —  Food  —  was  the  reason  for  it  being  so  popular.  President 
and  Sister  Evan  P.  Wright  were  using  the  Scout  Room  to  make  hotdogs 
and  milkshakes.  For  a  mere  10  cents  you  could  get  a  golden  brown,  hot- 
dog,  and  if  you  were  to  add  5  cents  to  that  you  could  have  a  couple  of 
extras.  If  you  wanted  to  splurge  and  have  beans,  sour  kraute  and  all  the 
other  little  extras,  you  would  pay  25  cents.  Next  to  the  hotdog  stand  there 
were  a  cool  drink  stand  which  carried  on  a  mighty  thriving  business 
during  the  whole  Convention. 

While  everyone  was  filling  himself  with  cool  drink,  hotdogs,  and  sour 
Kraut,  Ken  Armstrong  and  Dougie  Hulbert's  band  were  getting  warmed 
up  for  some  real  square  plus  a  few  round  dances.  Ken  Armstrong  did  the 
calling  for  all  the  square  dancing.  They  started  the  evening  at  8.00  p.m.,  and 
to  get  things  rolling  everyone  formed  two  large  circles,  one  inside  the 
other.  Ken  would  first  walk  the  couples  through  the  paces,  then  Dougie's 
Band  would  start  swinging  with  a  bit  of  music.  Within  10  or  15  minutes 
the  Cultural  Hall  was  really  rocking  as  everyone  caught  the  knack  of  real 
square  dancing.  The  evening  was  divided  into  three  parts  so  everyone 
could  get  to  the  cool  drink  stand  to  replenish  his  strength  so  he  could 
carry  on. 

After  the  intermission  Ken  split  everyone  into  individual  squares  of 
four  couples  and  called  a  few  terms,  and  everyone  seemed  to  enjoy  the 
evening. 

No  square  dance  would  be  complete  without  doing  the  Virginia  Reel. 
Once  this  started,  there  wasn't  enough  room  on  the  floor  for  the  350 
people  who  were  there.  As  Ken  called  for  the  Virginia  Reel,  everyone 
headed  for  the  floor,  even  the  oldest  people  who  had  been  sitting  watching, 
were  on  to  the  floor  enjoying  the  opening  social  for  Convention  1968.  The 
only  ones  not  dancing  in  the  Virginia.  Reel  were  Dougie  Hulbert's  Band 
and   Ken   Armstrong. 

The  square  dance  was  supposed  to  be  out  at  11.00  p.m.,  but  it  was 
quite  impossible  to  get  the  dancers  to  stop  their  feet  while  having  so  much 
fun,  so  at  11.30  p.m.  the  closing  prayer  was  offered. 

Off  they  went  to  catch  a  few  hours  sleep  before  the  busy  days  that 
were  to  follow. 


THE  LECTURES 

Psychology 

"PUNCTUALITY  —  All  meetings  will  start  on  time,"  was  written  on 
the  conventions  schedule,  and  this  is  what  happened  on  Friday  morning. 
At  10.00  a.m.  the  Leadership  Lectures  were  scheduled  and  true  Leader- 
ship they  were.  Lectures  by  Brian  Spear  on  "Psychology,"  James  Milne 
on  "Our  Money  System",  and  Ken  Armstrong  on  "Making  Us  Happy 
People". 

Brian  Spear  used  the  Chapel  as  his  hall  for  the  lecture  on  Psychology. 
Brian  entitled  his  talk,  "The  Motivation  of  Man",  and  as  he  went  through 
his  lecture  it  was  definitely  clear  that  there  was  more  to  our  behaviour 
than  just  physical  characteristics. 

Psychology  —  the  science  of  behaviours;  motives  are  the  cause  of 
behaviour.  This  was  how  Brian  started  the  lecture  and  to  explain  further 
he  used  Maslow's  theory  of  motivation,  (in  a  modified  and  shortened 
form),  "State  of  need  in  organism  leads  to  increased  activity,  until  some 
sequence  of  behaviour  is  learned."  Brian  explained  the  specific  needs  are 
hierarchy  as  postulated  by  Maslow  and  go  as  follows; 
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A.  physiological  needs  —  hunger,  thirst,  sex,  sleep,  etc. 

B.  safety  needs  —  protection  from  deprivation  or  security. 

C.  social  needs  —  for  belonging,  for  giving  and  receiving  affection. 

D.  ego  needs  —  for  self  respect  and  respect  for  others. 

E.  self-fulfilment  needs  —  for  continuous  development  and  improve- 
ment. 

Perhaps  the  order  may  not  be  the  same  for  every  person  because  all  people 
may  have  basic  different  needs.  The  order  not  only  varies  from  person  to 
person  but  from  time  to  time.  In  the  same  person  it  can  vary  depending 
on  the  state  of  his  mind. 

One  thing  that  weighs  on  our  mind  is  the  need  to  strive  for  higher 
satisfaction  in  life.  We  may  reach  this  satisfaction  with  our  health  or 
happiness  or  even  longer  life.  Perhaps  our  higher  level  needs  will  not 
appear  until  our  lower  level  of  satisfaction  is  filled,  or  at  least  partly 
satisfied. 

Some  people  in  striving  for  this  higher  satisfaction,  find  conflict  of 
motives  which  leads  to  frustrations.  Frustration  can  cause  any  of  the 
following; 

A.  aggression  C.     projection 

B.  fixation  D.     relation  formation 

and  to  combat  this  frustration  we  also  have  a  few  defence  mechanisms 
such  as; 

A.  regression  C.     projection 

B.  repression  D.     relation    formation 

Our  mind  has  great  power  but  we  must  learn  to  control  it  and  make 
sure  we  channel  our  thoughts  in  the  correct  direction,  therefore  forming 
the  correct  psychological  patterns. 

At  ten  minutes  to  eleven  the  bell  rang  and  the  foyer  seemed  to  turn 
into  a  school  hall.  Crowds  headed  in  three  directions  to  the  Cultural  Hall, 
the  Relief  Society  room  and  the  Chapel  for  the  other  lectures. 


Our  Money  System 


Those  leaving  Brian's  lecture  could  either  go  to  the  Cultural  Hall  with 
James  Milne,  or  down  the  hall  to  Ken  Armstrong's  lecture  in  the  Relief 
Society  room. 

"Our  Money  System,"  and  what  better  lecturer  could  we  find  than 
James  Milne,  a  man  whose  business  it  is  to  know  about  how  money  helps 
the  people  of  the  world. 

What  are  the  functions  of  money  and  how  did  a  money  system  come 
into  use,  were  the  main  themes  of  James  Milne's  talk. 

The  Functions  of  Money,  "what  are  they?"  James  asked  this  question 
and  came  up  with  some  of  the  following  answers;  (a)  standard  of  value,  all 
goods  are  measured  in  money  value  and  we  no  longer  use  the  barter 
system,  (b)  A  storer  of  value,  it  is  small  and  can  be  used  to  keep  a  specific 
value  and  yet  it  isn't  large  and  cumbersome,  (c)  Unit  of  accounts,  records 
are  kept  in  money  and  therefore  the  record  is  the  same,  (d)  Medium  of 
exchange,  everything  is  a  standard  uniform  rate,  (e)  Standard  of  deferred 
payment,  we  can  use  this  money  if  it  is  kept  in  storage  and  used  at  a  later 
time.  All  the  above  characteristics  perform  well  if  we  have  efficient  money 
but  that  is  the  basis  of  all  of  the  economic  system,  efficient  money. 

To  illustrate  the  real  value  of  efficient  money,  James  went  on  to  explain 
the  different  types  of  inefficient  money  and  the  bartering  system  that  works 
hand  in  hand  with  inefficient  money.  Take  beans  or  any  other  type  of 
material  that  is  used  for  bartering  and  compare  it  with  the  five  above  needs 
of  money  and  in  most  cases  it  is  very  inefficient,  mainly  because  it  fits  only 
one  or  so  of  the  categories  that  money  is  required  to  fulfill.  Beans  are  not 
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the  only  type  of  material  used  for  bartering.  Animals,  clothing,  hand-made 
objects,  any  of  these  could  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  bartering  but  would 
not  fill  all  the  requirements  of  a  sound  efficient  money. 

Probably  the  single  most  important  factor  with  money  is  that  it  must 
be  scarce  to  the  community  as  a  whole.  It  must  be  durable.  If  we  have  an 
abundance  of  money  or  a  terrible  shortage  of  money  then  troubles  arise, 
so  it  is  most  important  that  money  be  scarce  to  the  population  as  a  whole. 

Using  this  reasoning  then,  the  bartering  system  was  not  a  good  system 
because  many  people  could  have  too  many  bartering  goods  and  therefore 
completely  dominate  all  the  means  of  exchange. 

To  replace  this  loose  type  of  bartering  system  and  establish  a  secure 
means  of  transacting  business  between  different  parties,  a  metal  was  sought. 
This  is  when  gold  and  silver  appeared  in  our  money  system.  In  the  past 
gold  and  silver  were  used  to  make  things  beautiful,  now  it  has  a  more 
useful  purpose.  These  two  metals  were  scarce  enough  to  make  them  valuable 
and  both  durable  if  used  correctly.  Gold  and  Silver  will  not  rust  or 
erode  as  would  other  metals. 

At  this  point  in  the  lecture  James  pointed  out  the  difference  between 
money  and  currency.  Money  is  anything  used  for  exchange  and  currency  is 
the  medium  of  exchange  recognized  by  the  government. 

Up  till  now  the  quality  did  not  take  such  an  important  part,  just  as 
quantity,  there  was  not  any  set  standard,  and  the  existing  stocks  were  soon 
depleted.  Individuals  were  cheating  heavily,  so  some  means  of  control  was 
needed. 

The  government  stepped  in  and  took  charge  of  the  money  system  under 
the  gold  and  silver  system.  They  used  a  standard  size,  weight  and  shape 
for  the  coins  and  thus  all  exchanges  were  fair  and  honest.  It  was  soon 
discovered  that  this  system  was  not  the  best  either  because  all  of  the 
government's  gold  and  silver  reserves  were  disappearing.  The  metalic 
standard  was  used  for  a  while.  This  is  where  gold  and  silver  were  exchanged 
together,  but  soon  the  silver  was  worth  very  little  and  the  gold  was  worth 
more.  One  metal  was  then  chosen  as  the  standard. 

Gold  was  the  standard,  and  it  was  taken  and  deposited  in  a  bank, 
and  people  with  gold  in  the  bank  could  write  a  note,  give  it  to  the  person, 
to  whom  they  owed  money,  and  the  gold  would  be  changed  from  one 
account  to  another.  This  meant  that  every  note  had  to  be  backed  by  the 
same  amount  of  gold.  This  system  was  used  not  so  long  ago  and  is  the 
fore-runner  of  our  modern  note  system.  Unfortunately  there  were  dishonest 
people  in  the  gold  business  and  the  government  had  to  take  over,  and  they 
made  sure  they  were  the  only  ones  who  issued  notes,  therefore  making  all 
the  money  uniform  and  holding  the  same  value. 

There  are  limits  which  the  government  places  upon  itself  as  far  as 
printing  notes  go.  The  Gold  Standard  was  one  of  these  restrictions.  This 
restriction  works  as  follows:  every  note  printed  had  to  be  backed  by  a 
certain  specified  amount  of  gold.  This  system  was  abolished  in  1932  because 
of  the  depression  and  the  severe  control  that  it  placed  on  the  governments. 

Today  in  South  Africa,  for  every  R5.00  note  printed,  there  is  enough 
gold  to  back  R1.00.  It  is  the  same  in  most  countries,  5  to  1. 

James  answered  a  few  questions  about  the  world  economic  problems 
and  advantages  we  enjoy  today  and  sent  us  on  our  way  to  the  next  lecture. 

Do  you  understand  how  we  arrived  with  our  modern  money  system 
and  why  we  have  it?  I  am  sure  this  lecture  was  worth  attending  because  it 
helps  us  understand  the  modern  world. 


Happiness 

"Happiness  is  a  journey,  not  a  destination."  Why  should  we  be  happy, 
how  can  we  be  happy?  This  was  the  theme  of  Ken  Armstrong's  lecture. 
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To  begin  his  lecture  he  emphasized  the  point  that  we  have  to  be 
happy  today  and  not  wait  for  tomorrow  because  it  is  always  today  and 
never  tomorrow.  In  order  to  be  happy  we  have  to  be  happy  today  —  now 
—  this  very  minute,  because  the  way  we  act  today  will  effect  what  we  are 
like  in  the  future.  For  a  person  to  be  happy  he  must  surrender  to  life,  was 
Ken's  statement,  and  as  he  mentioned,  unless  we  do  surrender  to  life,  with 
its  joys,  satisfactions,  happiness,  and  sorrows,  we  will  never  enjoy  the 
purpose  for  which  we  have  been  sent  here.  To  make  the  point  more 
definite  he  used  this  statement,  "If  you  can't  affect  it,  why  worry  about  it?" 

Ken  then  went  on  to  point  out  eight  reasons  why  we  act  the  way  we 
do,  and  they  are: 

1.  food,  drink 

2.  comfort 

3.  freedom  from  fear  and  danger 

4.  to  be  a  superior  person 

5.  to  attract  the  opposite  sex 

6.  because  of  the  welfare  of  our  loved  ones 

7.  social   approval 

8.  to  live  longer. 

Ken  asked  all  those  attending  the  lectures  to  raise  their  hands  when  he 
read  through  the  list  and  show  which  of  these  factors  played  the  biggest 
part  in  their  lives.  There  were  a  few  scattered  hands  as  he  read  the  list, 
that  is  until  he  came  to  number  6.  Most  every  person  attending  raised  his 
hand  on  this  one;  then  Ken  pointed  out  that  number  4.  to  be  a  superior 
person,  was  the  one  psychologists  have  proved  to  be  the  one  ruling  most 
persons'  feelings;  in  fact  95%  of  the  people  have  this  as  their  basic  desire. 

Every  person,  in  this  world  has  in  some  degree  an  inferiority  complex, 
so  we  must  not  act  as  though  we  have  one  but  rather  have  a  satisfied  and 
substantial  grounding.  Then  people  will  follow  us,  and  we  can  be  happy, 
because  we  will  be  fulfilling  one  of  man's  most  basic  needs.  In  order  to 
rid  ourselves  of  this  inferiority  complex  we  are  going  to  have  to  KNOW 
OURSELVES.  How  can  we  get  to  know  ourselves  any  better  than  we  do 
now?  Go  to  a  place  where  we  can  be  alone  and  think  about  our  strengths 
and  weaknesses  and  ask  ourselves  the  question  of  how  can  I  overcome 
my  weaknesses  and  at  the  same  time  keep  my  strength  growing.  Ken 
stated  that  if  we  really  want  to  fulfil  our  desire,  "we  should  make  ourselves 
the  ideal  man  or  the  ideal  woman"  and  we  would  automatically  fit  in  to 
number  4.  This  will  not  come  easily,  but  it  will  take  plenty  of  discipline 
on  our  part.  In  order  to  make  ourselves  the  ideal  person  we  are  going  to 
have  to  do  something  we  do  not  want  to  do  everyday.  He  used  the 
example  of  feeding  the  dogs.  He  really  dislikes  to  do  it  but  he  stated  that 
this  will  help  to  make  himself  better. 

You  must  be  happy  in  your  own  company,  or  you  just  will  not  be 
happy.  How  true  this  is.  Ken  went  on  to  explain  into  what  three  catagories 
people  fall.  We  either  1.  keep  quiet,  sit  tight;  2.  tell  someone;  or  3.  do 
something  about  it.  A  good  80%  of  the  people  fall  into  the  first  two  cata- 
gories and  this  leaves  the  other  20%  to  do  something  about  the  situation. 
We  MUST  make  a  decision;  then  our  minds  will  be  at  ease.  If  we  have 
a  hard  time  making  decisions,  then  we  should  get  a  coin  out  and  flip  it. 
If  we  are  happy  with  the  way  the  coin  landed,  then  follow  the  decision.  If 
we  do  not  like  the  way  it  landed  then  we  should  do  what  we  wanted  to. 
At  least  the  decision  has  been  made,  and  that  eliminates  the  worry  of  the 
decision. 

What  about  all  those  decisions  which  should  have  been  made  last 
month  or  so.  Just  think  of  all  the  time  we  have  spent  worrying,  and  if  we 
had  made  up  our  mind  two  weeks  or  a  month  ago,  then  all  of  this  would 
have  been  eliminated. 

Now  we  know  how  to  handle  ourselves;  let's  take  a  look  at  what 
can  make  us  happy.  Ken  suggests : 
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1.  everyday  see  something  beautiful 

2.  everyday  say  something  extra  nice 

3.  read  or  memorize  something  beautiful. 

These  suggestions  may  not  seem  much  but  if  carried  out  EVERYDAY 
they  will  become  part  of  making  us  a  happier  people.  "A  1,000  mile 
journey  begins  with  the  first  step,"  were  the  words  used  by  Ken  to  bring 
this  point  home. 

Depression,  what  is  it,  and  when  will  it  come  if  we  are  happy  people? 
Even  the  happiest  people  have  a  depression  cycle.  It  is  unavoidable,  and 
therefore  we  should  be  ready  to  combat  it  when  it  comes  along.  But  how 
can  we  combat  it  when  we  don't  know  when  it  is  going  to  strike?  If  we 
will  chart  on  a  calendar  or  a  piece  of  paper  when  the  depression  cycle 
comes  along,  we  will  note  that  it  follows  a  very  regular  pattern.  The  best 
thing  to  do  is  to  prepare  for  this  when  it  is  about  to  come  upon  us.  Go 
see  something  beautiful,  say  something  beautiful,  or  read  something  beau- 
tiful. This  way  we  are  going  through  the  ACTIONS  of  HAPPINESS  and 
will  soon  come  out  of  our  depression  state. 

One  sure  way  to  keep  ourselves  from  loosing  our  temper,  thus  causing 
a  depression  is  to  relax  completely,  and  you  can't  be  angry;  or  lie  down 
on  the  floor,  and  it  is  impossible  to  get  angry.  Try  it;  it  works ! 

If  we  really  want  to  be  happy  then  we  should  sing  the  song  Ken  had 
everyone  sing,  "The  more  we  are  together  the  happier  we'll  be." 

Remember,  happiness  is  a  mark  of  a  Mormon.

"Them  Also  I  Must  Bring."  This  was  a  three-act  drama  written  by  Ruth 
and  Mathan  Halle. 

Several  months  ago  Signe  Thomson  was  asked  to  produce  the  play, 
and  it  was  then  up  to  her  to  choose  a  cast  and  get  those  acting  in  the  play, 
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ready  for  April  12.  Every  night  before  the  play,  the  cast  and  many  of  the 
helpers  were  at  the  chapel,  painting,  sewing,  fixing  the  sound  system,  the 
lights,  and  all  the  other  jobs  that  go  along  with  making  a  drama  of  this 
sort  interesting  and  well  done. 

The  play  starts  with  the  Prophet  Samuel's  granddaughter  Doni,  being 
sold  into  slavery  to  appease  the  Death  sentence  placed  on  her  father  due 
to  his  denouncing  the  household  of  Zarahah,  the  wealthiest  family  in 
Zarahemla.  A  young,  wealthy  nobleman  named  Kuemen,  has  found  favour 
in  the  eyes  of  Zara  and  through  this  has  risen  to  take  the  position  of  the 
proposed  new  ruler  of  Zarahemla  after  the  murder  of  the  chief  judge.  An 
intelligent  youth  with  leadership  abilities,  recognised  by  Zarahah,  has  a 
tendency  to  think  of  right  and  wrong,  a  virtue  almost  unknown  in  this 
wicked  city.  He  falls  in  love  with  Doni,  eventually  becoming  converted  to 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Amron,  the  evil  overseer  in  the  house  of  Zarahah,  is  strongly  over- 
come by  the   charm    of  lovely   Doni,   causing  distress   and  alarm   for  the 

young  lovers. 

Kuemen  is  converted  at  the  death 
of  the  old  prophet  Timothy.  Fleeing 
to  the  home  of  Nephi  with  the  body, 
he  finds  refuge  among  friends  and 
here  declares  his  love  for  the  unhappy 
Doni  who  in  turn,  risks  her  life  to 
come  and  warn  him  of  the  impend- 
ing disaster. 

With    the    conversion    of    Kuemen. 
Amron  is  chosen  as  the  new  represen- 
tative to  the  house  of  Jacob,  and  is 
Play.  sent  north  for  the  next  two  years. 

The  story  ends  with  the  crucifixion  manifest  in  the  destruction  of  the 
wicked  on  the  western  continent  and  the  visit  of  the  risen  Lord  —  the 
appointing  of  the  disciples  on  that  Continent  and  the  ushering  in  of  the 
200  years  of  peace. 

The  cast,  chosen  by  Signe,  was  excellently  cast,  and  they  were,  in  order 
of  their  appearance :  Edwina  Swartzberg  as  "Zara,"  the  proud,  beautiful 
daughter  of  Zarahah,  the  richest  man  in  Zarahemla;  Athley  Jubber  as 
"Doni."  the  lovely  Lamanite  servant  girl  to  Zara;  Ben  de  Wet  as  "Zara- 
hah," the  wicked,  rich  father  of  Zara;  Victor  Jubber  as  "Montoni,"  Zara- 
hah's  partner  in  crime;  Tony  Storror  as  "Amron,"  the  unruly  overseer 
of  Zarahah 's  servants;  Keith  Chapman  as  "Kuemen,"  the  young  ambitious 
leader  in  Zarahemla,  later  the  convert;  George  Samuel  as  "Timothy,"  the 
older  brother  of  the  Prophet  Nephi;  Sheila  Bibb  as  "Rachel."  the  kind  lov- 
ing wife  of  Nephi;  Heather  Thomson  as  "Isabella,"  Timothy's  grand- 
daughter; and  Norman  Calteaux  as  "Nephi,"  the  one  chosen  as  one  of 
Christ's  disciples.  The  voice  was  that  of  Erold  Jubber. 

The  play  takes  place  in  Zarahah's  home  in  Zarahemla  and  in  Nephi's 
home  in  the  land  Bountiful  from  AD  31  to  AD  33. 

The  play  was  exceptionally  well  done,  and  no  wonder,  with  the  hours 
of  rehearsals  and  the  time  given  by 
all  those  concerned.

Peter  Spear,  a  Deacon,  from  Durban,  spoke  to  the  group  next  and 
used  the  title,  "What  the  Priesthood  Means  to  Me".  I  must  keep  the  laws, 
not  only  of  the  land  but  those  of  God  as  well.  Being  a  Deacon.  I  have 
many  assignments,  and  these  I  have  to  fulfil  in  order  to  be  a  good  Deacon. 
I  have  many  assignments  in  the  Aaronic  Priesthood  and  for  me  to  be  a 
worthy  holder  of  the  Priesthood  I  have  to  carry  out  these  assignments, 
whether  it  be  passing  the  sacrament  or  doing  work  for  the  branch. 

President  C.  Ken  Powrie,  President  of  the  Transvaal  District,  then 
spoke  to  the  Priesthood  on  the  "Younger  Generation".  He  stated  that  they 
were  the  greatest  generation  that  has  ever  lived  upon  the  face  of  the  earth. 
As  parents  we  are  expecting  the  younger  generation  to  play  the  best  game 
ever  played,  even  to  the  point  of  surpassing  our  generation.

The  winter  was  cold  and  some  of  the  Saints  wanted  to  move  onto 
California  where  it  was  warmer  and  where  they  could  grow  things  easier, 
but  the  Prophet  Brigham  Young  encouraged  the  Saints  to  stay  put  and 
instructed  them  to  take  the  Lord  at  his  word  and  have  faith. 

The  early  Saints  organised  themselves  for  the  future  by  storing  food 
and  other  necessary  items,  we  must  do  the  same,  "prepare  for  the  future". 

After  President  Powrie's  remarks.  President  Badger  made  a  request, 
"an  old  timer  Quartet"  was  the  way  President  Badger  described  it.  Texas 
Smith,  Brian  Chater,  Ben  de  Wet  and  President  Badger  were  the  four  who, 
with  no  previous  rehersals,  did  a  fine  job. 
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President  Dan  Cherrett  offered  the  closing  remarks.  His  title,  'Plan- 
ning for  the  Future",  was  well  presented  by  starting  with  a  few  of  the 
things  which  usually  frustrate  the  younger  people,  that  of  growing  up, 
making  big  decisions,  learning  to  take  responsibility  and  many  others.
